If, however, the articles under any one numbered item are desig- 
nated as a “Lot” then bids are to be for the lot irrespective of the number of articles 
described in such item. 


4. Ihe highest bidder accepted by the auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the event of 
any dispute between bidders, the auctioneer may, in his discretion, determine who is 
the successful bidder, and his decision shall be final; or the auctioneer may reoffer and 
resell the article in dispute. 


5. Any bid which is not commensurate with the value of the article offered, or which 


is merely a nominal or fractional advance over the previous bid, may be rejected by 
the auctioneer, in his discretion, if in his judgment such bid would be likely to affect 


the sale injuriously.

Representative examples of the rare works carried out in 
Barcheston can be seen in the Victoria and Albert Museum, London; these consist mainly 
of small heraldic or allegorical panels.

Mr Royal Cortissoz (v. 7.) wrote of the painting: ‘““The Inness, ‘Golden Sunset, Med- 
field’, was a wise choice for the place of honor. It is a landscape painted nearly forty 
years ago, a souvenir of that period in which the master was leaving behind him the 
more closely analytical manner of his formative years and using the magnificent breadth 
of his prime. The composition, as was characteristic of him in his best vein, is balanced 
but essentially informal, spontaneous. He shows us a more or less watery pasture hemmed 
in by trees. A farmer’s boy waves his stick as he goes after the cattle in the middle dis- 
tance. Birds dot the sky. There is color in the picture, an abundance of it, but Inness is 
not here the virtuoso in glowing sensuous effect which he sometimes was in his sunset 
scenes. He thinks nothing at all of pyrotechnics, but gives himself utterly to the spirit and 
beauty of an American pastoral. It is in its racy sincerity that this is a fine picture, and it 
is in that that it deserves, as we say, the place of honor”.

The following, taken from the article accompanying the reproduction in 
Harper’s Monthly (wv. i.) may be of interest to the reader: “We were jogging along 
gently through the sand of the Sahara Desert one fine windy day in March. The noses of 
our horses were pointed towards Timbuctoo, their tails towards the main range of the 
Atlas Mountains. How we happened to be at this point is soon told. Remington was used 
up with hard work; so was I. Both agreed that a few days under a burning African sun 
would be of inestimable value in curing us of our ailment, so common to the industrious 
American that it might as well go by the name of Americanitis. Both of us had rather 
loose notions of African conditions. I say both, for I discovered by accident that Reming- 
ton’s principal outfit consisted of a huge revolver and a monstrous pair of arctic 
galoches [sic]... Ahead of us nothing but a gray blanket of sand waving away into an 
infinity of shiny mist. I had seen the same sort of thing in Colorado. Remington said it was 
Arizona all over again”. ;
